THE POINT is that farm policy is not and 
never has been a problem in economics. It 
is not a matter that can he settled one way 
or another by an economic plan That is not 
its nature 
Farm policy is politics, pure and simple 
One political party points to the failure of 
the other party to make farmers happy and 
ask$ the unhappy farmers to shift their vote. 
It is the pursuit of happiness applied to 
agriculture. 
This has become such a standardized part 
of political procedure in the United States that 
politicians make a game of it—farm politics, 
they call it. 
The way to play the game i* to wait until 
enough farmers are sore at the way things 
are. then promise to apply soothing salve In 
recent years, the salve has been coming out 
of the U.S. Treasury. And Secretary Benson's 
political error has been to try to set a limit 
on the salve That was economics talking, 
not politics. 
The Benson ideas would solve the problem 
if politician^ would give them a chance But 
politicians would rather have votes than so­ 
lutions. especially when they feel the solu­ 
tions are dubious. 
That’s why farm policy will be argued 
threadbare again this year 


VICE PRESIDENT NIXON, who knows a 
thing or two about politics, must separate 
himself from Bensonism, which was not too 
great a handicap for President Eisenhower, 
a national hero, but would be a crushing 
handicap for any ordinary Republican can­ 
didate running on the issues. 
Mr Nixon will have to pick up farm votes 
in the Middle West, This is a political chal­ 
lenge to him and his advisers. It is a weak 
point in the 1%0 campaign, because they can­ 
not go to the mat with the Fabian socialists 
of the Democratic party who want to entrap 
agrieulure with subsidies, each carrying with 
H a little more authority over farmers 
No one can blame the Democrats for pick­

Nixon's Philosophy 


In the midst of the extremely 
d.fficult task of leadership, a po­ 
litical figure—especially a cand­ 
idate in as diversified a nation as 
ours—finds it hard to make clear 
in a word exactly what his basic 
philosophy is. Th s is made more 
confusing when we consider how 
inadequate are the expressions we 
use to describe where we stand so 
far as our preferences in public 
policies are concerned 
The word “liberal” means many 
different things to many different 
people. A word like that becomes 
transformed over a period oi yeai s. 
Adam Smith was a liberal So waa 
William Pitt.

But 
these men would T d that John 
Kennedy, Hubert Humphrey. <>nd 
Walter Reuther. who call them­ 
selves liberals, stand for the very 
policies to which early liberalism 
was bitterly opposed. 
It is so with the word "conserva­ 
tive.” To Metternich or Bismarck 
it would have sounded strange to 
hear Sen. Goldwater say that the 
essence of conservatism i> oppos­ 
ition to centralized government.

Big businesses are buying land 
at fiercely competitive prices to 
build factories, stores, office« or 
homes and land values are soaring 
wildly and erratically. 
Speculators also are buying land, 
hoping to resell at a quick profit. 
They have some examples of quick 
profits to spur them on. 
A 40-acre site near London was 
valued at $67,000 three years ago. 
Recently, it was bought as the site 
of an industrial training school. The 
price: $650,000. 
At Worthing, on the south coast. 
77 acres of farmland were bought 
for industrial development. 
The 
farmers received $1,400,000. 
Another farmer had land border­ 
ing on a highway valued at $500 
an acre. Then local 
authorities 
gave permission to build a gasoline 
station there. A quarter-acre was 
bought for more than $50,000. 


THE BOOM IN LAND prices fol­ 
lows the boom in building. It’s 
simple supply and demand, and the 
supply is very limited.

Steel Industry 
Rise Expected 
By 'Iron Age' 


NEW YOK fAPI—The steel in 
dwstry may be about to pull out of 
its long slump, Iron Age Magazine 
said today. 
Right 
now. 
the 
metalworking 
weekly declared, "the best that 
can be said is that business has 
passed the low point. 
"But a number of new, though 
relatively minor, developments in 
the sttel business . . . indicate the 
market may be ready to move.” 
The magazine noted these signs 
in the market; 
1. A slight pick up in orders 
which has raised the order rate to 
around 50 per cent of capacity; 
2. The order increase has been 
largely offset by a dwindling of 
backlongs; 
3. Most new order s are for quick 
delivery which may lead to a situ­ 
ation where mills cannot meet all 
rush business; 
4 Forward buying is light and 
mills do not expect advance book­ 
ing to increase until the limits of 
rush delivery are reached; 
5. Flat-rolled business is rela­ 
tively good and galvanized is even 
stronger; 
but hot-rolled has de­ 
clined and tinplate is questionable. 
October figures to be the big­ 
gest month of the second half, Iron 
Age said. It predicted operations 
for the month will possibly reach 
70 to 73 per cent.
